of Japan, reports that in his travels 
cently came 
across

huge g ra v e 
about the island of Amakusa, he re­ 
marked by u large stone boiuider <>n 
which it is stated that the heads 
of 
11,111 Christians lie buried there. 
The grave dates back to the year 
1637, when the Japanese 
nntcticully 
wiped out all the Christians who i*ad 
been converted to that faith by Roman 
Catholic missionaries. 
The 
inscrip­ 
tion over this grave tells that 33,333 
Christians were slain, beheaded 
und 
buried. 
Their heads were buried 
in 
graves many miles distant from 
the 
rest of their bodies. 
Only me-third 
of th© Christian heads were buried in 
this particular island. 
When Dr. Bull made inquiries 
as 


to why the heads were buried in grav­ 
es miles distant from the other paits 
of the bodies, he was toLd, “When the 
Catholic priests preached about 
the 


resurrection, they said that Christians 
would rise again.

might be true, the officials of the per­ 
secuting 
Shogun 
determined 
that 
they would make it impossible for 
them to rise again 
by 
separating 
different parts of the bodies of 
the 
dead Christians. 
If their heads were 
buried in one

ship, they concluded that the resur­ 
rection was then impossible”.
